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DETAILED ACTION 

El ec ti on/Res tri ctions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 
U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-18,35, and 36, drawn to a self -cleaning colloidal 
slurry, classified in class 51, subclass 309. 

II. Claims 19-28, and 37-3 9, drawn to a process for 
superf inishing a surface of a substrate, classified in 
class 451, subclass 36. 

III. Claims 2 9-34, drawn to a disk substrate/data storage disk, 
classified in class 369, subclass 272. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the 
following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The 
inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the 
following can be shown: (1) the process for using the product as 
claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or 
(2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case 
the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process 
of using that product such as being used in a container for scouring 
of a substrate absent the use of a pad. 

3. Inventions I and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as 
usable together in a single combination. The subcombinations are 
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distinct from each other if they are shown to be separately usable. 
In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as being 
used to clean a lens or wall surface.
